ment solely us a vehicle for 
fecussing the attentlon of other 
countrics on our own purticular 
needs and difficulties in Hong- 
kong. 

“But wisely, if I may say so, 
you have avoided his parochial 
atthtude, and it ts a real source 
uf pleasure to me to think that 
since 1950, when the Chamber 
was founded, you have been 
abfe to act as host on two occa- 
stans to Une Asian Regional Con- 
ference, to supply a number of 
vice-presidents in the Junior 
Chamber Internaleonal, and, as 
the culminulian of your first 
efforts in the international 
sphere, fo see In 1956 one of 
your uwn members, Mr Sales, 
become President of the Junior 
Cnamber International itself, 
This was, I have no doubt, good 
experience for Mr Sales; but it 
was also good for Hongkong 
Juyeves—and good for Hongkong 
Itself.
